FOR PEACH TR EE BORERS 
Hundreds of growers of peach trees 
in this stat? are now asking what to 
do for the peach tree 
borer which is 
regarded as one of the very worst |ie*t* 
of these trees. A prominent grower in 
Central Pennsylvania 
wrote to State 
Zoologist Ii. A. Surtace, 
at 
Harris­ 
burg, asking for 
information as 
to 
the hest treatment to prevent future 
attacks of bis trees by the borer. 
He 
received a 
reply 
instructing bim to 
prepare the lime sulphur solution by 
boiling together one pound of lime 
and two pounds of sulphur with each 
gallon of water,and apply it as a spray 
or wiash around the bose of each tree. 
The directions were as fololws: 
“ You must apply the lime sulphur 
solution at least once per month d u r­ 
ing the middle of each month at June, 
July and August 
and possibly ah o 
September. 
I have 
tried 
this and 
know 
for a certainty 
about it from 
personal experience. 
“ The way I do 
is to make the 
application of lime sulphur sjlution 
strong, the same as for San Jose scale, 
but 
with rome sediment 
present, 
putting it on wdb 
brushes, 
or with 
the spruy pump with the cap removed 
from the nozzle. 
Lo this chout the 
middle of Ju ie, after having removed 
the earth from around the trunk of the 
tree with a boa, making a h tt'e ditch 
or groove around the hi'8 of the tree, 
Just ai coon as this is dry replaie the 
eirth, mounding it up tj one half foot 
or more.

The caucus ut Roosevelt leaders also 
determined that between sessions a 
caucus should lie held to determine 
upon the action of ca h session as it 
may affect their position. 
Former Governor Franklin Fort. of 
New Jersey, presided at the confer­ 
ence of delegates and leaders 
In his address to the delegates Colo 
Lei Roosevelt said: 
“The time has come when I feel 
that I must make certain statements, 
not only to the honestly elected mem­ 
bers of the Republican national con 
ventiou. but to the rank and file of Die 
Republican party and the honest j*e s 
pie of the entire nation I went Into 
this fight for certain principles. 
At 
the moment I can only serve these 
principles by continuing to hear the 
personal responsibility which their att 
vot ary has brought me.

Wonderful Curiosity. 
On the hanks of tho VVilliamette 
river, a short distance above Portland, 
Ore., stands one of the most remark­ 
able rocks in the world. 
It Is known 
as the Balancing rock. 
Rising from 
a broad base Is a small column, rough­ 
ly round in shape. Just above this Isa 
huge mass of rock, bearing a tree on 
the summit, the total height of rock 
and column being about IOO feet. 
Al­ 
though a great deal larger and heav­ 
ier than the pillar on which it stands, 
the big rock is very accurately bal­ 
anced. 
For how many centuries this 
odd freak has stood not even the 
wisest scientists are able to determine, 
but it has evidently been there for a 
^ery long period. The entire rock is 
of a volcanic nature, and the moat 
singular thing about it is the fact that 
the knob and pillar are entirely dis­ 
jointed from one another. 
Wind and 
weather, no doubt, are slowly wear­ 
ing the Balancing rock away, but the 
process is ao imperceptible that, fail­ 
ing some unforseen < atastrophe, the 
monument will probably ensure for 
many centuries.
